In the year 1454, during the relgn of Phra 
Chaco Borom Tralick-yanart, the 8th Ki-g of 
Ayuthla, there wis no rain throughout the length 
and bread'h of Slam, The rice crops were a 
complete failure, the price (asually In these 


ticals per coyan! The coyan {s equivalent 
to 80 buckets, each contatving the mersure 
of 25 cocosnut shells, each &30 times three 
fingers fall, (the Slamese take the paddy up 
In that way—the thumb, Index and middle 
finger, being used), The people perished: 
in thousands from hunger; those who could 
vegetables, bolled 
them with the rice. The death from starvation 
way sald to he zo per cent of the population, 
The slave masters freed thelr slaves, having no 
rice to feed them. S-me familles, not having 
enough to feed the children, had to let them fe 
to do hard work in payment for food. Brigands 
and thieves did nct care to loot anything else bat 
paddy and: rice. The King sent to Barmah to 
buy paddy for distribution, and the King of 
Burmah gave prrmisslon to let the paddy be sold, 
The beasts of burden used {0 bringing it 
numbered 200,c09 bullocks and 1,800 elephants. 
These were,a very long tme in coming, aod 
wh:n they artlved @ great number of people had 
already died. from starvation, The persons in 
charge of the porchase party ‘took an army to 
prevent the paddy from belng stolen, As scou 
asit came it was d{strlbuted—in the provinces 
each famlly recelved one cocoanut shell, in 
town each family recelved 10 cocoanuts, princes 


The crowd was so preat that In going to receive 
the distributian many were crashed to death, 

In the year 1496, In the relgn of Phra Chao 
Chao Rams Dhitodi II, roth King of Ayuthla, 
there was another famine. The price of paddy

‘warrior and took all the men for soldiers when 
he conquered Cambodia, there was a gréat: 
famine tn Slam, owlng to the cultivation of 
paddy belng stopped thereby.

“After the Burmese conquest of Ayathia (1770) 
in the reign of Phra Chao Tark, the king of 
Thanaburee, there was a famine which caused 
paddy to rise to so times {ts ordinary price— 
taking ‘300 ticafs a coyan, The Annamese 
from Salgon brought supplles for sale, The
